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Gre Fair is located in Flushing Meadow Park on the site of the 1939-40

age by water will end at the World’s Fair Marina.

The UNISPHERE®, symbol of the New York World’s Fair, rises 140 feet 
above a 310 foot reflecting pool, with its land masses supported on an open 
grid of latitudes and longitudes. This symbol dramatizes the interrelation of 
the peoples of the world and their hopes for “Peace Through Understanding.” 
This is the basic purpose of the Fair, to educate the peoples of the world as to 
the interdependence of nations to insure a lasting peace. The Fair is dedicated 
to man’s achievements on a shrinking globe in an expanding universe, his 
inventions, discoveries, arts, skills and aspirations.
